No more intriguing book of memoirs 
has appeared for years than a work 


published in Berlin under  circum- 
stances of anonymity fatuous enough 
to annoy both serious readers and 
reviewers, This is “The LTvince 
in Wierland,” written by “Baron Er- 
mine,” and published by the Hygo 
Steinitz company. It purports to be 
a plain and almost unvarnished ac- 
count of the ex-crown prince's en- 
forced sojourn on the island of Wier- 
ingen, and disclaims all attempt at 
sensationalism. The author warns “all 
kings, princes, officers, ladies, min- 
isters, fisherfolk, peasants and priests 
mentioned therein not to be annoyed, 
but to smile.” Nobody, in fact, 1s men- 
tioned by name; but the synonyms 
are as unblushingly transparent as 
“Wierland’ for “Weiringen.” The 
identity of “Baron Ermine” is as yet 
a mystery.

What Trade Has Lost. 

The price of cotton per pound fo- 
day, compared with the average price 
of 1925, represents a tremendous loss 
of purchasing power by the farmers 
of the south. 

In the 12 southern states where cot- 
ton is the farmer's chief money crop 
there wif SO OOe tarmers who are 
money losers in the passin ear. 
Their loss has recall’ rt, in the 
staggering sum of $280,000,000, Since 
most of those farmers spend for useful 
or luxury commodities the bulk of 
their cash receipts from year to year, 
their reduced buying power this year 
reaches easily $250,000,000. What 
that means to the factoring, wholesale 
and retail trades of the country is 
painfully plain. 

When the retail stores of the south 
are so much affected by diminished 
sales that even the “five-and-tens” re- 
mark upon it, we may be sure that the 
people are not camouflaging their eash 
and pretending an economy that is not 
actually enforced.

Two motorcyclists 
were killed in collisions, one at Rug- 
by and another near London. A school 
boy was run over and killed by an au- 
tomobile in Leicester. 

Suburban and long distance train 
schedules were badly disarranged. 
Scotland and many counties of En-- 
land were affected and families re- 
mained inside their fog-wrapped homes 
as they would in a heavy mid-winter 
snow. 

The Ramsgate motor life boat 
scoured the English channel in answer 
to a distress call from the Gull light- 
ship wireless reporting an wnicenti- 
fied steamer in distress near Good- 
win Sands.

FEW, FRIES SAYS 


Washington, November 25.—(/)— 
War-born popular gossip of super- 
poison gases, discovered but never 
used because they would have wiped 
out whole, populations at a‘ breath, 
received a sharp setback in the annual 
report of no less a person than Major 
General Amos Fries, chief of the 
chemical warfare service, and leading 
exponent of the use of gas in war for 
lumane reasons. , 

“Scientific investigation,” he said, 
“is making it more and more appar- 
ent that future developments in the 
use of chemical agents will be con- 
cerned’ more with the methods of use 
and distribution of Known chemicals 
than the discovery of more powerful 
cl’emica'! materials, and further, that 
the effectiveness of chemical weapons 
is dune more to the large number of 
temporary casualties which may be 
produced than to the relatively small 
number of fatalities which may be 
caused,” General Fries said. 

“The chenfical agents employed dur- 
ing the world war are probably about 
as effective for the production of 
casualties as any which may be dis- 
covered in the future.” General Fries 
also took issue again with the claim 
that exposure to war gases induced 
subsequent tuberculosis. Another year 
of scientific study of the question, he 
said, “has shown .conclusively that 
there ig no relation between this dis- 
ense and the effects which may re- 
sult from exposure to chemical 
avonts,’

GETTING MONEY ON FALSE PRETENSES CHARGED °:: 


Arrest of Supposed Author 


London, November 25.—(4)—The 
culmination of the strangest literary 
hoax in recent years came ‘today with 
the arrest of the. supposed author of 
“The Whispering Gallery,” a book 
which dealt with court secrets and 
Hesketh Pearson, 
2 literary agent,.was taken into cus- 
tody charged with obtaining money to 
the amount of 225 pounds on false 
pretenses from the John Lane com- 
pany, which published the book. 

“The Whispering Gallery” made 


what has been characterized as “scan- 


dalous” references to many dead and 
living members of the royal families 
and eminent men. It created an enor- 
mous stir, but was of short life, for, 


chiefly owing to its denunciution by 
The Daily Mail, the book was speed- 
ily withdrawa from circulation. 

It has not been established whether 
Pearson actually wrote the book him- 
self, but he irtduced the Lanes to pub- 
lish it by falsely representing that it 
was written by Sir Rennell Rodd, who, 


he explained, desired the authorship! street, 


to be kept secret. 

Sir Rennell Rodd, noted in. the 
British diplomatic service, promptly 
disavowed authorship or any knowl- 
edge of Pearson, who thereupon pub- 
licly apologized to Sir Rennell. When 
charged today Pearson pleaded met 
guilty.

Ford, at Wilmington. The girl is 
Therese Struckmann, aged a 
trained nurse, and the ship on which 
she stowed away is the German steam- 
er Bockenheim, which docked at Wil- 
mington several days ago. 

Miss Struckmann told the immigra- 
tion inspector that she wanted_to join 
her uncle, Frank Wenschliz, in Claire 
City, S. D.. and hid away on the 
Bockenheim. She denied that anyone 
had aided her and said she was with- 
out food during the 17 days she was 
in hiding. 

The girl, who had certificates from 
several German hospitals showing she 
was considered a first-class nurse, was 
declared to be unuspally pretty. High 
salaries paid nurses in~ the United 
States lured her into undergoing the 
hardships she experienced. She was 
ordered deported on the same ship 
upon which she arrived,
